While the habitation of man in many 
portions of the Earth, is the resi¬ 
dence of poverty, opprefsion and 
wretchednefs, the people of our 
highly favored nation, are in the 
tranquil enjoyment of every blefs- 
in^. The rights of persons and of 
property are carefully protected ; 
and alike open to all, is the road to 
wealth and fame, and public honors. 
At peace (except with a part of our 
Indian neighbors) and profperous 
beyond example, we may review 
with piide the fceoes of war which 
are pad, and indulge the mod plea- 
fing anticipations of the future ; 
The high dediny of the Territory 
for which you are called to Legis¬ 
late, we cannot fail to contemplate 
with peculiar fatisfaction. Ample 
in exient, abounding in navigable 
waters, and rich in the advantages 
of foil and climate, the period can¬ 
not be didarit, when the haunts of 
the favage will become the dwelling 
place of civilized man, and the for- 
eds of the wildernels be converted 
into fruitful fields. 



1 am purfuacted, Gentlemen, that 
in the discharge of your duties,you 
will find the ftrongefl incentives 
to cultivate harmony among your- 
{elves, and to afford to the country 
thus diftinguifhed by the bounty of 
Providence, all the benefits of which 
it is fufceptible. You will not be 
unmindful that the diffufion of 
knowledge and correct habits a- 
mong the people, and wholefome 
laws impartially and rigidly execu¬ 
ted, are efsemial to our happinefs 
and piofperity. To promote thofe 
objects it is important. — ill. That 
fchools and the means of education 
fhould be provided and encouraged, 
to the extent of your powers; and 
2 d That regarding a proper econo¬ 
my with due reference to the obvi¬ 
ous depreciation in the exchangea. 
ble valoe of money, fufficient com- 
penfation fhould be allowed to thofe 
who may devote their time and ta¬ 
lents to the public, to enfure the 
fervices of competent men. Parsi¬ 
mony in that refpect, is not e^one- 
my : nor is it calculated to place 
your offices equally within the reach 
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of the rich & the poor. Worth and 
capacity are not exclufively cor fined 
to tbofe who can fubmit to pecuni¬ 
ary facrifices for public honors, 
Tney are to be found in every clafs 
of fociety, and it is the comfe of 
wisdom that fuch provifion fhould 
be made, as will render the public 
fervice acceptable to the meritorious 
in every fituation of life. 

Permit me to recommend to the 
attention of the Legislature the 
fubject of reads, ferries and bridg¬ 
es, The ftrength of a country con- 
fifls in its population ; and it is fpe- 
cially the intereft of this Territory 
to invite emigration hither, by fur. 
mOiing every pofsible facility of 
communication, 1 am aware howe¬ 
ver that under exifting circumftan- 
ces, the object cannot be wholly 
attained without the interpefition 
of the United States. 

Your attention will doubtlefs be 
directed at an early period of your 
fefsion to the Act ol Ccngrefs efta- 
blifh the Alabama Territory. Jt is 
with you to mafceihe necefsary pro- 
vifions refpecting the feat and ac¬ 
commodation of the Goveriiment. 
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To you alfo belongs the power of 
electing a Delegate to Congrefs, and 
of nominating fix perfons to the 
Prefident of the United States, three 
of whom are to be felected by him 


for members of the Legislative 
Council. I have moreover, to ap- 


prife you that Robert Beat f y, Efq. 
has refigned his feat in that body. 

It will not efcape your obferva- 
tion, that fome provifions in regard 
to reprefentation in the Houfe of 
JReprefentatives, together with a 
Tunable modification of the laws. 


and re-organization of the offices 
within your control, are rendered 
indifpenfable. And I apprehend 
you may alfo deem it advifable, to 
change the boundaries of fome of 
the exifiing counties, by creating 
new counties or otherwife. Under 


that imprefsion, I have abftained 
from fi ling appointments within 
the (cope ol my authority, for the 
purpofe of awaiting the refub of 
your deliberations. Unacquainted, 
indeed, with the prrfent civil and 
military arrangements, and without 
the means of afeertaining wtio are 
in office, except by application to 



the former executive, dclav in that 
rcfpect has been unavoidable. 

On the 21ft of December laft I 
received a communication from 
Maj. General Gaines, requefting 
that two companies of militia might 
be attached for the delence of a part 
of our fouthern frontier. A detach* 
ment has been ordered accordingly 
to Fort Crawford, for two months 
iervice, and now conflitute a part of 
the General's command. 

It has been repelen ed <o me that 
the Convention of Mifliffippi have 
foiwarded a petition to Congrefs, 
foiiciting an enlargement of that 
State, by limiting the boundary of 
this Territory, to the Tombeckbe ri¬ 
ver. I confider the dtcifion of that 
queftion highly important to the 
people whofe interefts are committed 
to our care. The prefent line of 
partition has been deliberately fixed 
by the competent authorities, 
and voluntarily accepted by the in* 
habitants of the State. They have 
exercifed tbe exclufive privilege of 
framing a Government for them- 
felves; a privilege, which, I truft, 
will not be denied to our fellow-citi- 
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zens. Nor do I perceive any juft 
grounds for the propoled change, or 
any advantages that can refult from 
it. The improvement of the navi¬ 
gation of our Rivers is a fubject of 
the higheft intereft ; and when e- 
qualiy the bufinefs of feparate Rates, 
it is always difficult, if not impracti¬ 
cable, to obtain the neceflary con¬ 
cert for effecting the object. 

I would further fubmit to your 
confideration the propriety of adopt¬ 
ing mealures during your prefent 
feffion, for afcertaining previously to 
the next meeting of the General Af- 
fembly, the number of inhabitants 
within our limits. 

My acquaintance with the affairs 
of the l erritory, necefsarily imper¬ 
fect as it is, does not enable me to 
detail particular defects in the law, 
or to fpecity the appropriate reme¬ 
dies. Such a$ occur to me will con- 
ftitute the subject of a future mef- 
fage. I have however, the fatisfac- 
tion to know, that the Legislative 
concerns are in the hands of thofe 
whofe intelligence and patriotifm 
furnifh a fure guarantee for a judi¬ 
cious and faithful performance of 
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their duties. And I beg you to be 
afsured that every aid which it miv 
be in my power to contribute, wil! 
be cheerfully rendered.
